EDITORIAL 
PROGRESS IN EDUCATION 


In the past few weeks several announce- 
ments about educational facilities have been 
made. These were so significant that it can 
be said we are coming fo a new era: ‘in educa- 
tion. 

School leaving age is to be increased 
from 14 to TS years. Quite independently 
technical courses will will increase from four 
fo five years. Junior scholarships will be 
greatly increased, from 3730 to 16,000. A 
subsidy of £3 for £1 to a maximum of £30,000 
wt be granted for erection of school:assembly 

alls. 

The long awaited implementation of the 
15 years school leaving age will be effective 
in 1964. There may be some anomalies and 
difficulties but the long term results should be 
good. Nowadays of course many are pupils 
for long past the age of 15. The effect on those 
directly affected needs careful consideration. 

The extension of the technical course 
additional year is in recognition of the need 
for further general education as well as for 
specialist training. 

The increase in scholarships will mean 
that one child in three of Form Il. will receive 
awards for book allowances from Forms Ill. 
to VI. and fees to £25 where applicable. Only 
about one out of 12 were. previously eligible. 

Whether such a wide distribution of 
scholarships at an early age will give the best 
results, only time can tell. It must be accepted 
however that the Government is here putting 
into effect a recommendation of a committee 
representing all registered schools in Victoria. 

To our knowledge the greatest single need 
of each of Altona’s schools has been the want 
of an assembly hall, The budget announce- 
ment of a subsidy of three quarters of the cost 
is significant. It shows first how important the 
erection of these buildings is considered. It 
will make the raising of the quarter:share an 
achieveable aim of committees or’ councils. 

At short site it may be argued that having 
admitted the need, the Government should 
meet the full cost. However then the ques- 
tion of priorities would arise—with indefinite 
delay. There is every incentive for councils 
and committees to attempt the task—-fo share 
in the cost and control of these halls. 

Each of the above plans will play its part 
in education of the future—the fuller impli- 
cations are yet fo be seen.

Scribe Replies 


In reply to the above letter from “Barracker,” 
regarding my report in last week's “Star” of the 
drawn junior semi-final between Central Altona and 
Altona, the following is brought to notice— 


(a) It may interest “Barr- 
acker” to know that I was at 
the ground for the whole game 
and witnessed the whole game 
from probably the best van- 
tage point, the timekeeper’s 
box, where I was not amongst 
supporters of either side, so 
I was not influenced by any 
passing “one-eyed” remarks. 

(b) The criticism of Graeme 
Tyrell was purely constructive. 
Tyrell, himself, apparently 
took it this way, judging by 
his kicking off from the goal 
square in the replay on Sun- 
day last. Each kick covering 
good ground and going to a 
defensive flank. 

In the report of the drawn 
game there was no mention 
of him being responsible for 
lesing the game, nor was any 
of like manner inferred. 

I will be first to admit that 
the said player did play well, 
but much of his good play 
was annulled by his kicking 
—which most sensible, un- 
biassed spectators have, and 
still do, agree with (some of 
these being Altona residents). 

(c} As for the awarding of 
the votes, this is a matter of

When this group of municipalities came together 
on September 4, 1963, it was unanimously resolved 
thot the group confines and concentrates its efforts 


dt was further agreed that 
a joint approach be made in 
general matters and that in- 
dividual municipal approaches 
be made on specific or individ- 
ual matters, 

By “Maribyrnong water” is 
meant water from the scheme 
Proposed by Mr, Horsfall of 
the State Rivers and Water 
Supply Commission, dnd in- 
cludes water from any of the 
Maribyrnong tributaries — by 
whatever name they may be 
called. 

At the outset the group 
desires to draw the Inquiry’s 
attention to the 1963 Board 
of Works “Review” issued to 
householders in the metro. 
politan area when water rate 
notices were served; “Water— 
The Lifeblood of the City, 
Without water, our homes 
would .be untenable and in- 
ustry would cease.” This 
group wishes to vary such 
statement by saying “With 
unsatisfactory water, homes 
could become untenable and 
industry would be throttled to 
a point of ceasing.” 

Before amplifying the 
group’s submissions a study 
of the following chart which 
has been compiled from data 
supplied by the Clerks of the 
Councils in the Group, should 
be made. 9 

This chart shows details of 
areas affected by the proposea 
River Water Supply— 

Present Population: 191,000 
persons. : 

Potential Population: 435,000 
persens. 

Approximate capital value 
of Industry—Present total is 
£62,333,000. 

Approximate Work Force in 
such Industry: 26,815 persons. 

Therefore, the group speaks 
on behalf of the representa~ 
tives of 191,000 persons where 
there is a potential of 435,000 
persons (if residential devel- 
Opment at present envisaged 
is not retarded)—that is, 8.7 
per cent. of the estimated 
5,000,000 potential for the 
M.M.B.W. area. ‘ 

The unsatisfactory quality 
of the Maribyrnong water pro. 
posed to augment existing 
supplies has been reported 
to the committee and at least 
one member of the group will 
specifically comment thereon. 

(a) Industry must be en- 
couraged to settle in the 
perimeter areas. And 
the quality of water is 
one of the salient re- 
quirements of most in- 
dustrial projects. 

(b) It has been only over 
the last three or four 
years that the industrial 
areas of these perimeter 
western municipalities 
have started fo move. 
Let them not be restric. 
ted or throttled by an 
inferior water supply. 

The Western Industries As- 
sociation will be making a 
submission as to how the 
Maribyrnong supply will affect 
industries—cost-wise and pro- 
duction-wise. The committee 
is asked to take, into .con- 
sideration the increase’ of 
population anticipated in 
this perimeter area of Mel- 
bourne. Local industry is ex- 
pected to follow the popula- 
tion trend and so supply em- 
ployment for the work-force 
of the area. But an unsatis- 
factory water supply will de- 
ter many industries from 
setting up in the subject 
area, and deter many exist- 
ing industries to expand — 
consequently causing rate- 
payers who will be faced 


with additional . cost-of-living 
to live with the unsatisfactory 
water to meet a still further 
cost-of-living by fares to in- 
dustries in other areas in-

A frightening aspect of lack 
of industry expansion is the 
announcement of some indus- 
tries that they have set up 
in the subject area because 
of water suitability—that is, 
purity as well as supply—and 
if forced to go elsewhere, will 
consequently expand in other 
areas where they operate— 
and these other areas are in 
other States. 

Cost of treating such water 
before being introduced into 
the present metropolitan sys- 
tem will be great—actuai 
figures have already been dis- 
closed to the committee — 
and it is known that the in- 
creased cost wiil be spread 
over ratepayers throughout 
the whole of the area. But 
specific ratepayers in the 
area to be supplied will be 
faced with the additional ex- 
penditure of treating the 
water for further use and by 
the purchasing of additives 
and detergents to make the 
water useable. This is an un- 
just expenditure to be in- 
flicted upon one section of 
the community. 





BEACH FLOODING 


The Altona Shire Council 
has received the following 
fetter from Mr. T. B. Cur- 
row, The Esplanade, Al- 


tona— 
Dear Sir, 


I am very interested to see 
by your remarks in the “Al- 
tona- Star” of the 22nd inst. 
that you are interested in pro- 
tecting or reciaiming beach 
front by the use of Basalt 
trom the local industrial ex- 
cavations. I have advocated 
this for the last four or five 
years, as a relatively cheap 
means of obtaining heavy fill- 
ing for the reclamation or pro- 
tection of the beach front. 

What the residents of The 
Esplanade really need especi- 
ally in the area between Mc- 
Bain and Webb Streets, is 
some constructive action ia 
protection against the ravages 
of storms such as the recent. 
bad blow a few weeks ago. 

I have been an Altona, resi- 
dent for approximately 32 
years and a beach front resi- 
dent for 22 years; and during 
that time have seen every 
severe storm cause more fload 
ing and damage to peoples 
property on The Esplanade. 
In the past the water came 
over the wall in the same yvol- 
ume, but just spread out over 
the unmade areas and soaked 
away; now that the beach 
front is all made and paved 
it naturally spreads much 
further and faster, and as 
soon as the sea-weed blocks 
the drains: it soon floods the 
properties.” 

While the beach wall for the 
majority of .its length re- 
mains in the same state of 
construction as it is how, the 
flooding must continue; as it 
would be hard to find a more 
useless wall in the sense of 
the purpose for which sea 
walls are built, 

In a storm, it actually starts 
the flooding, because having 
Ng batter on the outer face 
also no lipping on the outer 
face, there is nothing to pre- 
vent thousands of gallons of 
water flying over as every 
wave is lifted into a continuous 
sheet of heavy spray and with 
the spray comes sea-weed 
which blocks the drainage.

The Aftona Shire Coun- 
cil has received the follow- 
ing letter from Mr. O. J. A. 
Forrester of Queen Street, 
Altona, which was read at 


the last council meeting— 
Dear Sirs, 


I herewith desire to report 
the conditions and working re- 
sults of the Sand Trap. In- 
spection will disclose that a 
new beach is slowly being 
formed from the front point 
of the Trap and extending 
westwards for a distance of 
several hundred yards or more 
The slow degree of formation 
is due to the placid weather 
we have had since the Trap 
was completed. 

The southerly winds which 
are the winds required te 
speed up the reclamation 
properties of the Trap did not 
exceed 15 mph until a few 
weeks ago, when we had a 45 
mph wind from a south-west 
direction. 


It is common’ knowledge 
now, that the wind accom- 
panied by a flood tide, did 
considerable damage. to pri- 
vate properties immediately 
opposite the beach front, to 
the sea wall, seats and also 
trees which were planted on 
the sea front. On inspection 
of beach head in the vicinity 
of the Trap (following. the 
storm) it was found that 
large quantities of sand and 
seaweed had been deposited 
in driveways and alongside 
front fences of houses, but 
in the immediate vicinity be- 
hind the Trap, here was no 
sign of seaweed or sand litter 
in the gutter, footpath or the 
fence of the property owned 
by Mrs. Valdimar. 

During the inspection 1 
spoke to Mrs. McIntyre of 
The Esplanade, wha stated 
that I had proved my point 
with the Sand Trap, her home 
was also affected by weed, I 
found when the tide had re- 
ceded that there had been a 
breach along the retaining 
wall of the Trap allowing 
many yards of sand to escape 
towards a north-easterly dir- 
ection, also a board from the 
peach head end of the_ re- 
taining wall had, sometime 
previously been removed by 
a person or persons unknown. 
This allowed a large amount 
of sand to pass around the 
end of the Trap. 


I concluded that had these 
two faults not been present 
the trap would have been 
completely filled with sand. 

The conditions of that lack 
of sand, seaweed and water 
from the immediate vicinity 
of Mrs. Valdimar’s tends to 
prove that if a Trap was 
formed from Millers Road to 


of having to contend with the 
three above mentioned par- 
tiulars would be nil. 

It would protect houses on 
the beach front, also reduce 
foreshore maintenance, which 


ate, following this last storm. 
The moment the trap was 
completed erosion would 
cease inside the area of the 
‘Trap and reclamation for a 
new beach front would,.com- 
mence as shown in the present 
Trap. 
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Gentlemen, I wish to in- 
form you that my knowledge 
of erosion and sand properties 
was gained through many 
years of study. I attended 
the Ballarat School of Mines 
to*study erosion and was in- 
formed by the principal that 
erosion in this'country was 
not treated with any great 
importance and there was very 
little known about: it. 


I -consequently obtained 
literature and books from| 
various countries — China, 
France, England, Denmark, 
Holland and America. It was 
from these books that I 
gained knowledge of natural 
laws which must be clearly 
understood. I have been more 
than interested with this 
beach since coming here to 
reside some 10 years ago. ‘In 
the first year of my residence 
I had occasion to take up 
with Mr. Sam Merrifield who 
was then Minister of Public 
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Works — your engineer, Mr. 
Simmons, has in his posses- 
sion the whole of the corres- 
pondence relating to this and 
I am quite sure he would dis- 
cuss this with you if you de- 
sited. 

I wish to appeal that the 
Trap is the only possible way 
in which your beach can be 
saved and rebuilt. As men- 
tioned previously it is the only 
way to deal with erosion, on 
completion erosion ceases and 
reclamation commences the 
speed of the latter is con- 
trolied by tubulence. It must 
be remembered that this 
erosion has been occuring 
over many years and one can- 
not expect the sand to be re- 
placed in a few months, it 
may take a couple of years or 
even more, but you may be 
assured that the area within 
the Tray must and will be 
completely filled. If you do 
not.approach the Government 
direct to request the Ports 
and Harbour Department and 
Board of Works to install this 
Trap, you show | no further 
interest. 

I am agreeable to withold 
all royalties claims on this 
trap until such time as you, 
the council, have agreed that 
it works to your satisfaction 
with a proviso that a trap of 
27 feet frontage in the vicinity 
of Millers Road would be con- 
structed within six months 
from, the time of agreement.
